Everything now depends upon’ tho’ party 
Teaching Momain, It is gratifying to know 
that so far Captaiti Sladen’s diplomacy. with 
the Monscin Chiefs goes it has completely 
upset the intrigues of the Burmese and Chi- 
nese villains residing at Bhamo. It will be 
seen fron the foregoing details that, how- 
ever aitxious the king of Burmah may have 
been. to fulfil the promises of assistance 
which he had made to Captain Sladen; the 
Burmese officials had done their best: to 
stop the progress of the expodition. - Cap- 
tain Sladen has apparenily acted discrectly 
in ‘remaiving at Pousce, Whilst he has a 
chance of. carrying ont the object of- tho 
expedition he is fully justified in the delay; 
and as he seews to’ have taken: the best 
steps. for “removing the dangers which 
threatened his further advanco, wo trnat 
that.he will in the end succeed in reaching 


the Chinese frontier. 


It will thus be seen that the difficulties 
to be contended with in reaching Yun- 
nan ave by no. means trifling. . 1f is very 
evident ‘that. nothing short of force will

Saint ; Mr 
Pollard, ¢,¢., instructed by Mr. Hazeland, 
appearitig on Mr Davies’ behalf, 

‘The Chief Justice remarked that he was 
surprised that the writ. was returnable to- 
day ; ho had: no notice, aud he ought to 
have had notice the night before, . 

_ Mr Pollard remarked that they seemed. 
in sume hutry about it; but he offered. no 
objection onthat score. 2 

Chief Justica : Whore ia Mr Davies | 

Mr Pollard : I appear for him, my lord:
